Jacksonville, May 4.—The fire which 
broke out Friday a t noon and was aided 
in its work by the southwest gale spent 
its force late last night. 
Nearly 14$ 
blocks were swept by the flames and a# 
far as known seven people lost their 
lives. 
A report is in circulation that 
about 30 poeple were driven to the dock* 
along the St. Johns river where they 
were forced into the water, all attempt 
at rescue by boats being futile. 
The 
river is being searched. 
All local companies of the state mili­ 
tia have been on duty since 13<30 o’clock 
this morning, and by order of Governor 
Jennings, military companies from foul 
cities are speeding to Jacksonville by 
special trains. 
Many extra police have 
been sworn in aud every ablebodied 
man not doing duty iu some capacity 
in the fire swept district is pressed into 
service. 
Fire companies from Savannah, F er­ 
nandina, Ocasa and other cities worked 
all Friday night on the fire, but a soak­ 
ing rain w ill be necessary to effectually 
quench the flames. 
Practically all of old Jacksonville wa* 
destroyed, nothing being left but a few 
suburbs and Riverside, the most fash­ 
ionable part of the city. 
A distressing 
feature of the conflagration was the loss 
by many families of libraries, piano* 
aud household goods after they had 
been moved to a supposed place cl 
safety. 
At IO o’clock this m orning a cordon 
composed of militi mien. deputy sheriff* 
and policemen was thrown around the 
entire fire swept district.

At Houston and Austin Every Ilonor 
Tendered 
the 
President 
and 
Part J—Itrilllnnt Reception 
in the Senate Chamber. 


Austin, May 4. — The presidential 
party pierced the heart of the great 
southwest yesterday. After leaving New 
Orleans late Thursday, passing through 
the waving rice fields of western Louisi­ 
ana by night, the new oil fields of Toxas 
whirled by just at the peep of day, too 
easlv to be seen by the p»-~*;aent. 
W hen the party 
arose 
yesterday 
morning the train was already flying 
over the plains of Texas which stretched 
away to the horizon in every direction, 
level as a board. 
U ntil 4:30 yesterday 
afternoon when Austin was reached the 
train passed iii succession through the 
cotton belt of Texas, the rich agricultur­ 
al region beyond the Brazos river,known 
as the Black Prairie, much wooded 
country and fine.grazing land. 
The president had his first glimpse of 
long horned Texas cattle yesterday and 
picturesque cow boys on western range 
horses. 
The president’s reception in 
the Lone Star state was a continuation 
of the ovation he has r**ceived through­ 
out the south. Every honor was shown 
him and his party and there was much 
enthusiasm . 
Governor 
Sayers 
and 
other prom inent state officials m et the 
president at Houston, the first stopping 
place inside the border and accompanied 
him as far as Austin, the state capital. 
The arrival of the train at Houston 
w si heralded w ith a salute of a volley 
from a battery on the bank of Buffalo 
bayou. 
All business had been suspend­ 
ed in Houston and the surrounding 
country seemed to have emptied itself 
into the city. 
An elaborate programme 
was crowded into less than two hours. 
The Houston Light guards which acted 
as a guard of honor for Jeff Davis on 
his visit here in 1875 and a company of 
cowboy rangers, escorted the party in 
carriages through the decorated city. 
For several blocks the parade moved be­ 
tween lines of school children who 
waved flags and strewed the president’s 
path w ith flowers. 
At a handsome arch 
on Polk avenue the president was pre­ 
sented w ith a floral piece by colored 
residents. 
Before a big and enthusias­ 
tic audience at the auditorium Mr. Mc­ 
Kinley was formally welcomed by Gov. 
Sayers, who had gone there to meet 
him. and made a happy resp<mae 
The 
members of the 
cabinet also spoke 
briefly. 
There were some interesting features 
in the reception at Houston and a very 
picturesque scene at Prairie View where 
the president addressed the colored stu­ 
dents of the State Normal school in a 
stand erected on the open prairie at the 
side of the track. 
M inute stops were also made at Hemp­ 
stead where the president shook hands 
w ith a num ber of people, at Brenham. 
the home of Colonel Geddings, one of 
the president’s old colleagues in the 
house of representatives, and at Elgin, 
at each of which places he spoke a few 
words. 
At every station along' the route 
there were cheering crowds. 
The feature of the day was the recep­ 
tion accorded the Tarty at

Pekin, May 4.—A majority of the for­ 
eign m inisters w ill leave Pekin next 
week for the western hills to sjiend the 
summer, taking w ith them military 
guards for their protection, their inten­ 
tion being to come to Pekin for the par- 
pone of holding m eetings and attending 
to necessary business. 
Missionary Owen of the London mia­ 
sma says all the report* received bf his 
mission from the provinces show the 
oountry to be in a deplorable state. 
Discontent and intense hatred of for 
eigners prevail aud worse conditions 
than existed before the siege are threat 
sued. 
The departure of the troops, he 
predicts, w ill be signalized by a mas 
sacre of the native Christians. 
“Those unable to recognize the facts 
and rejxjrtiug otherwise to their gov­ 
ernm ents,” said Mr. Owens, 
“are as
